Begin, 
coadjutor to the cardinal archbisliop of 
Quebec, left Levis this evening via the 
flucbec Central railway for New York, 
where he will arrive to-morrow morning, 
and HC onco take steamer for Rome. His 
departure was kept as secret as possible 
nnd no information 'waa forthcominK as 
to the object of his trip. However, it is 
in all probability in connection with the 
coininisaion appointed at Eonie at tlie 
instance of Mgr. Drolet to inquire into 
the charges prescribed by liim on be- 
half of the Liberal party, of interference 
by the bishops in jjolitics at the last 
federal elections. 

The fact tliat the joint mandamonl 
prepared l)y all the l)iahops of the pro- 
vince of tjaelipc, whicli waa to have been 
read on Sunday last, has i)een withheld, 
is cited here as proof that there is some- 
thing in the story of t.ie appointment of 
a papal aldegate to Canada. This bishops 
liad undoubtedly intended to issue the 
pastoral letter and that last Sunday was 
fixed aa the dale, but they had been un- 
usually taciturn of late.

OLD "WORLD DOINGS. 

pfflcials State That Turkey 'WIU Not Con 
sent to Cretan Autonomy. 

Lo.NDON, March 1.— The Daily News 
to-day publishes a dispatch from Oon- 
stantinople saying that many of the 
officials there declare that Turkey will 
never give her consent to the scheme of 
the powers to establish an autonomy 
government in Crete. Well informed 
persons believe, basing their belief on 
the military and naval preparation that 
Turkey is making, that the Porte intends 
to i-esist coercion should the powers at- 
tempt to apply it. The same paper's 
I'ana correapondent teleRrapha that 
the li'rencli government haa certainly 
received information that Abdul Hamed 
meana to take advantage of' the present 
embroglio to commit maaaacre. The 
(correspondent quotes from an article in 
Temps, which lie believes to hav^e been 
inspired, in support of his statement. 

The Athens correspondent of the 
Chronicle declares that no oflicial com- 
munication hits been received from Rus- 
sia, liut it ia (|uii(! certain the Greek 
army will not bo withdrawn. The Mace- 
donian forces are to be raised within a 
few weeks, with a view to possible coii- 
tingencies, and if the Turks attempt to 
invade Thessaly the Bulgatian govein- 
tncnt has determined to advance the 
troops instantly to the .I'Igean sea. It 
is nuiiorcd that the secret national com- 
mittee has decided to commence opera- 
tions in Macedonia to-morrow. 

CanivA, jMarch 1.— The Greek trans- 
port iMycale, after a ])arley with the 
(•onimander of the British battleahip 
barlleur, haa been allowed to land stores 
sent by the Red Crosa Society, hut not 
allowed to land provisioi a. There ia a 
great scarcity of food in many quarters 
on account of the blockade maintained 
by toe different fleets of the powers. 

The consuls at Oandia have signed a 
telegram in which they implore the pow- 
ers not to delay their decision. The 
towns are so crowded with Moslenas that 
a famine threatens great loss of life. 
Hundreds of sheep and cattleare already 
dying for want of fodder. 

Athks's, JIarch 1, — At the conference 
of the representalivea of the jiovvera on 
Sunday morning it was decided to with- 
draw the collective note inviting Greece 
to retire her fleet and troops from Crete. 
No date is fixed for the recall, and as the 
instriictiona to the representatives of the 
powers on this point are at variance, the 
collective note will he presented to- 
morrow. 

London', March 1. — The Constantino- 
ple correapondent of the Standard says 
the Sultan has aent a special envoy to 
invite the co-operation of the Albanians 
in the event of an invasion into Greece. 
Albania has accepted the propoaal, but 
(lemanda autonomy-under local beys. 
The payment of all civil service salaries 
has been stopped since the commence- 
ment of the war scare. -

ANTICIPATIONS REALIZED. 

" Freedom of fbe Press " Emphasized— The 
Prize Figbt Reports Bill Laid 
at Rest. 

Wasiiinhtox, March L — The house 
galleries were thronged with visitors all 
day, but the crowds witnessed nothing 
but the dullest of routine matters until 
the last half hour of the session, when 
the bill to prohibit the transmission of 
detailed accounts of prize iiKhting by 
mail or telegraph, was brought up. 

This led to a very lively skirmish in 
which prize fighting was denounced on 
all aidea, and tiie advocatea of the bill 
insiated that tlie " sickening detaila " 
should be supiireased in tliu intereata of 
good niorala. But the bill met with the 
moat atrenuouB oppoaition on the ground 
that it would tend to establish a censor- 
ahip of the preaa. 

At the end of the debate the adver- 
sariea of the measure outvoted the 
friends of the bill on several filibuster- 
ing motions, but an agreement for a re- 
cess until 10 o'clock to-morrow put an 
end to hostilities. The bill now becomes 
" unlinished business," but it is doubt- 
ful whether that order of business will 
be again reached this session. 

CLEVELVND CONSIDERING. 

In the Ordinary Course of Events the Ob- 
noxious Immigration Bill Becomes 
Law To Morrow. 

Wasiiinoton, March L — The President 
has one iiiore day_ to devote to considera- 
tion of the immigration bill. He evi- 
tienlly ia giving a large abare of liia at- 
tention to thia imjiortant measure. If 
tlic bill is signed or vetoed before to- 
morrow night it will become law on 
Wednesday morning.

These gentlemen evidently did not 
know Mr. Sifton, for the new minister 
has got his way, and now it is author- 
itatively stated that in a few weeka Mr. 
.Smart will be installed in the deputy's 
chair, having charge of bolli the interior 
and Indian dejiartments. 

lion. ■Mr..Siftnn does not want to lose 
the services of Jlr, Burgess, for he has 
oll'ei-ed him tiie position of Doininioit 
J^anda Commisaioner, at hia present sal- 
ary and with headquarters at Ottawa. 

II. H, Smith, the present lands com- 
missioner at Winnipeg, with salary of 
$-1,000 per anruim, is to be superannu- 
ated, and IJayter Reed, deputy superin- 
tendent general of Indian afiairs, baa 
been offered superannuation or a subor- 
dinate position in- the Indian service at 
$2,000 per annum.

" If tho Canadian Pacific builds the 
road," La I'atrio says, "the government, 
which is not in the hands of the com- 
pany, can see that the rates are properly 
regulated." 

The article tends to confirm the l>e- 
lief that Hon. Mr. Tarte favora the Can- 
adian Pacitic constructing the road. 

MoNTKEAL, March 1.— (Special) — The , 
recent liurcliase of large quantities of 
Bteel rails in Philadelphia by the C.P.R. 
is understood here as a certain indica- 
tion that the company had been or 
would be awarded the franchise for 
building the Crow's Nest Pass railway 
from Lethbridge to Kootenay to tap the 
British Columbia mining country.

Port TowjJSEND, Feb. 27-.— News has 
been received here of the loss of the 
Norwegian steamship Tyr, of Stavanger, 
eight miles off Lowestoft, India, Janu- 
ary 28. The Tyr loaded a cargo of grain 
last November at Tacoma Un- Calcutta.

Grocery Bills Limited to Sixty Dollars Per 
Month for Three Persons. 

In the provincial court j'esterday after- 
noon, before the police magiatrate, Mrs 
Ella Jones was charged with havioE 
stolen from William Foote, of Lake dis 
trict, various groceries to the value of 
$40 or thereabouts. - The first witness 
called was provincial constable Bevan 
who identified the goods in court as 
those found at Mrs. Jonea' house. Then 
F. B. Pemberton, at whose instigation 
the cbarije was laid, acting as Mr. Foote's 
agent, stated that bills had been pent to 
liim for payment by Erskine, Wall & 
Co. for two months, amounting to 6\-er 
^200; by the Braokman & Ker Milling 
Company for ^S3; and by Porter A 
Sons for if37 for three months. i\Irs 
Jones was paid wages at the rate of $15 
per month. 

It was owing to these bills that the 
present proceedings were taken. Ho 
( Mr. Pemberton) had several times in 
tli6 last two months remonstrated with 
the accDsed regarding the amoant of 
bills. He had told heron or aboa; the 
10th Febrnary last that he would not 
pay grocery bills exceeding $60 per 
month t>n Mr. Foote's account. The 
groceries were for the consumption of 
Mr. I'oote, Mrs. Jonea and her daughter 

Mr. Archer Martin appeared for tlie 
acijused, and caused a little amaaeinent 
to tho onlookers of the scene by making 
Supt, Hussey, who conducted the proae 
cution for the provincial police, the butt 
of a number of remarks, which, how 
ever, seemed to have no affect. Ad- 
journment was made until to-day at 2 :15 
p.m., bonds being renewed aa at the 
previous date, the accused in .tl,000, and 
two othetB in $&00 each. 



AID TO BAILWAYS. 

To THE Editor: — An act of tlie parlia- 
ment of Canada was passed some years 
ago ollering a yearly subsidy of .'fToO.OOO 
for tea years to a lino of ateamstiipa to 
ply between (.ireat Britain and Canada 
under certain conditions as to speed 
dimensions and accommodations. 

Advantage not having been taken of 
this ofTer, and the commerce of tho 
country not liaving suffered anydimuni- 
tion in conBe(iuence, two nuestiona pre- 
sent themselves to my mind : 

1. Will it not be as well to allow pri- 
vate companies to further develop and 
improve their steamship lines in the 
manner they are now doing to meet the 
coinmercial requirements of the coun- 
try? Wo have the fact before us that 
two or three ateameta of an improved 
clasa arc added annually to the Dominion 
foinnieroinl fleet. 

2. Will it not be more advantsgi'ous 
and wiHer to apply tho aaid subsidy of 
$750,000 to the internal developnientund 
])rogre8S of tlie country in the coiistruc- 
tion of mucli-needod railways and other 
iieceasary works. The constant cry of 
the Dominion Government is " No funds 
to aid railways with." Very well, then ; 
Jiere is a way in which fundacan be had. 
Let the steaniahip subsidy be devoted to 
the objects I have mentioned. Seven 
iiundrcd and fifty thousand dollars will 
«nable the aovernment to borrow twenty 
millions aolLars, and put it in a posi- 
tion at once to aid many useful and nec- 
easanr arteries for trade ^and immiKra- 
''tion in different parts of . the Dominion 
without entailing any extra cost beyond 
that to which the country is already 
committed for a "fast line." I ain 
atron);ly of opinion that tho diverting of 
this subsidy from tlio original intention 
to the internal development of tho coun- 
try would bo a wise course, higlily satis- 
factory to the people at large, and would 
confer more lasting benefits on the coun- 
try than tho "fast line" would. Em- 
ployment would bo found for thousands 
of men who are idle, new areas for popu- 
lation and commerce would bo created , 
and at the same time prove available, 
atid a large Expenditure" would bo kept 
in the country for tho benefit of our peO' 
pie, insteaci' of being dissipated abroad,

KELSON WATERWORKS AND MR. 
JOHN HOUSTON. 

To Tiii-i Editor:— Mr. Houston's 
stalcmentB in yesterday morning's Coi.- 
OMST are apparently made to mislead. 
Mr. Houston ia one of tbo largest owners 
in the Nelson Electric Light Company, 
and he knows thatif IMr. Kogera' amend- 
ment to tlio bill incorporating IS'elaon 
paesea tho house, the city will have 
power to pot iu their own e'lectrie light- 
ing plant and will pay him tho value of 
such plant only and ita earning power, 
and nothing for his franchises. Hence 
Mr. IIouBtou'4 primary motive for op- 
posing Mr. Hogera' amendment, which 
does not ia any way prevent the city of 
Nelson from owning its own waterworks. 

Mr. Houston is a delegate from Nel- 
son. It was, I think, cblefiy at his in- 
stance that an amendment was made to 
tho bill (an act to accelerate the incor- 
poration of towns and cities) to permit 
cities to build their own water works 
without coiiiponaaling the men who, 
four years ago, invested their money in 
tho existing system, and who have not 
as Mr. Houston knows, ever received in 
return one single dol'ar in nil that time. 
The residents and property owners of 
Nelson have had protection from fire 
allbrded theiu, they have had lower in- 
surance premiums to pay, lower water 
rates and a better supply of water than 
any other town of ita size in Canada — 
probably in the world. Mr. Ilouatou 
was at one time owner of one-third of the 
water works. He sold out to myself and 
associates and congratulated himself 
tlieaou getting his money back. Mr. 
Houston knows that at the time he sold 
out I oaid at che rate of $3,200 for the 
works', which had been built under his 
supervision and direction entirely, that 
I assumed Iho then liabilities amounting 
to about $2, COO (besides disbursing souie 
.■fSiOflO for extensions), and that in ad- 
dition to these sums ho is now sueiiig 
the company for £ome ."f-lOO. 

Should the city of Nelson, after incor- 
poration, desire to put in ita own syatem 
of water works, it is only right that 
those who have invested their money 
upon the strength of an act of the legis- 
lature. should be protected to tho extent 
intended by that act. That the city 
would liavo to pay the sum mentioned 
by llr, Houston is false. AH that tho 
company could be entitled to would be 
the actual cash cost of ttic pliant, plus the 
bonus and interest agreed upon and au- 
thorized by the legislature. 

Ab presiilent of tlie company I have no 
hesitation iu saying that no larger sum 
would be asked than tho cash cost of the 
plant (about if7,000) plus the interest 
and the bonus; in all, an amountunder 
ifl3,B0l), and not !f'3S,000, na represented 
by Mr. Houston. 

Surely, conaidering the advantagea 
which tho inbabita.its of Nelson have 
had over any other town of its size, ow 
ing to the presence of these works (twice 
a conflagration havinc been averted by 
means of this water supply), and the 
fact that the citizens have had water 
supplied them at an average costof $1.75 
per month for each consumer, would 
justify the amonnt above mentioned be- 
ing paid to tlie inveators, who took all 
the ubances and who have not had one 
dollar returned to them yet. 

Mr. Houston contends tliat the sup- 
ply and system is an ineliicient one 
Granted ; but many toivna outgrow their 
water supply. The company are anxious 
to proceed with the necessary extension 
and improvements, and they propose to 
to do so unless the city takes over the 
pl.int. 

Now, let Mr. Houston explain why, as 
a delegate, he did not attempt to secure 
municipai ownership of light as well aa 
water. Ia it because he ia largely inter- 
ested in the present very profitable elec- 
tric lighting system? I leave you to 
judge aa to the disinterestedness of this 
gentleman's motives in referring to Mr. 
Bogera' amendment ae he he did in Sun 
day morning's Oolonist. 

The amonnt involved in this matter is 
not large, bat the principle ia an impor 
taut one.

THE MORTGA(jP] TAX- 
TION. 



-A SU(iGES- 



To THK Editoij: — As the legislature 
may Boon have to consider tlie advisa 
bility of doing away witli the tax on 
mortgages, it will not be out of place to 
give what I believe would be a practical 
solution of this difScult question. Itia 
well knowfi to our legislators that the 
true basis of taxation is the land or, 
what is the same, its value. Now, to 
bring out the point more clearly, let me 
illustrate: Suppose A is the owner of 
property valued at :f.-i,O0O, upon which 
lie owes a mortgage to B of $2,000, it is 
evident that if taxes are i)aid by the 
owner on the value of that property lor 
f:i,000 no other tax on j)art of that value 
should ho askeci. In other words, the 
tax on the mortgage, which repreaenta 
part of the value, should not exist in its 
present form. 

It must not be suppoRcd, however, 
that the mortgagee Htiould be freed 
from the payment of it, but it should be 
enacted that he be obliged to deduct or 
reimburao tho percentage or amount of 
said tax in receiving his yearly interest 
from tho mortgagor or borrower. By 
this means the borrower vroald* receive 
back the payment of the tax on that 
part of the value of his land which he 
had mortgaged and for which he ia 
already paying interest, It simply 
amouuta to this, that tho owner of the 
j)roperty would have the right every 
year in paying the interest on the 
mortgage to deduct from tho lender of 
ttie money the amount he bad paid for 
Uixcs on tho part or value mortgaged. 

A measure of this kind would be a 
great relief to the "poor farmers," 
■ settlers " and owners of iffoperty in 
general, and would do away with what 
at present appears to Lo the iniquitous 
features of the assesBment act. 

Some such scheme nmat be devised to 
conciliate the important interests in- 
volved and tho question of revenue be- 
comes secondary in importance when it 
is sought to remedy an unjuat ayatem of 
taxation which woigba heavily and 
doubly on the land owner. G. S.

Cyeling- Interests Suffer Through 
the Careless Novice— Apathy in 
School Affairs. 



A California Embezzler Detained- 
Daucan Opens an Indian Fam- 
ine Fund. 



VAKcoi-vi:n, llarch i .—(Special) —A 
by-liift' wiia placetl butoi-o tlie nitepayerB 
of Vancouver on Saturday last to auth- 
orize the city to borrow $70,000 for the 
coniBtruction of eight room additiona to 
the WeBt End, East End and Mount 
Pleasant Bchools. There was very little 
interest taken in tiio by-law. Only 128 
votea were cast, 81 for and 47 against. 
Astlie by law required a three-fifths nia- 
joriiy, it was passed by five votes. It is 
liard to explain the apathy displayed by 
the ratepayers on such an important 
question. Tlie fact remains that the re- 
sult of the election is little if any indica- 
tion of the will of llie pcoplu. 

Capt. iSfellon and Mr. A. .T. Scott, 
brother of Mr. G. D. Scott (who is mov- 
ing to Victoria to permanently locate) 
have formed a partnership, and the busi- 
nesa formerly carried on by Mr. G. D. 
Scott and Capt. Mellon'a business will be 
continued by the new firm. 

Again tliere ie an agitation in Vancou- 
ver over the quejitlon whether or not 
cyclista will be allowed to riile on the 
sidewalks where the roads are not paved. 
There aru l,UOy citizens in Vancouver 
who ride wheels occasionally or con 
stantly, and of course their opinion and 
wishes must be respected should tlicy 
speak unitedly, but a very small propor- 
tion of them ride on the bidewalk. It is 
an uncontrovertible fact that bicycl 
riding on the sidewalks in yaucouver 
has become a perfect nuisance. The 
riders do not use bells, or if tliey do 
they do not ring them, and pedestrians 
are constantly dodgiiii; the silent steed. 
Many citizens who from choice or neces- 
sity do not ride a wheel are becoming 
Indignant. One pronanent sjbool 
teacher declares that he has taken a vow 
that he will not awervean inch from the 
path for a bicycle rider on the sidewalk ; 
another prominent citix.en states that he 
ia perfectly willing, if he can induce 
other to join him, to hand the police ttie 
names of the most 'persistent ofTenders. 
Perhaps it would be well lor all thosi; 
riding wlieels to send in a petition to 
have the by-law amended. A heavy line 
imposed for not ringing a bell would 
very greatly modify the nuisance. O.K. 
Jarvis was lined to-day for sidewalk 
riding. 

Mr. Arthur Rand was in town yester- 
day with very important news from 
Xelson. He reported that the vein of 
rich free milling ore struck at an angle 
of about 1"J5 degrees, at 155 feet in the 
main tunnel, was fully sis feet wide. 
It is well defined, and ia bored by 8 or 10 
inches of tale, um auxiliary evidence of 
tiie presence of richly mineralized rock. 
The company did not expect to strike 
this vein, but do expect to strike one 
further on. Ttie main tunnel ia now in 
175 feet; the first contract expiring, 
another com rata has been let foranother 
100 feet. The ore still continues ver\' 
rich. A iialf pound of rock without any 
trace of free gold in it to the naked eye 
or glass was sent to Mr. Rand, and the 
assay of this piece of rock read $270 in 
gold and $7.80 in silver. Arrangements 
are beinu made for ventilation in the 
shafts ol liie mine. The stamp mill has 
been contracted for, and will be in place 
as soon as the weather permits, which 
will be some time in May. 

A townsite lias been chosen at Bickley 
bay up North, and will be known as 
Channtown in honor of the Chaune 
Mining Company. A Vancouver com- 
pany has been formed to conduct a gen- 
eral store and hotel under the name of 
the Northern Supply Co. The contract 
for the new hotel will be let this week. 

Yesterday morning Mr. K. Burnet, 
eon of Major liurnet, of Vancouver, and 
Miss I^illie .M. Mareliall, daughter of 
Mr. Robert Marshall of this city, were 
united in marriage. The contracting 
parlies were well known in society and 
very highly esteemed. Mr. and Mrs.

RAIL nil y SUBSIDIES. 

The snggestion of a correspondent 
that tlie ^750, 000 voted by parliament, 
and never employed, for ay annual sub- 
sidy for a steamship line to Europe 
should be devoted to the payment of in- 
terest on money to aid in railway 
development, is well worth cousidsr- 
ation. As he points out, the sum spoken 
of would pay the interest on $20,000,000, 
and this amount judiciously expended 
in aid of railways wonld be of vastly 
greater advantage to Canada as a whole 
than any st^mship line. 

We have already intimated the opin- 
ion that the last word in regard to Dom- 
inion aid to railways in tho Province has 
not been spoken. It is true that Dr. 
Milne does not seem to have been very 
Buccessful in hia naisaion, but it is pos- 
sible that he was somewhat premature. 
We decline to think that he has been 
able to present the whole case for this 
Province, and will not accept any rejiiy 
to him as final, until at least the whole 
e^se has been presented.. 

ALIEN LAWS. 

It was made abundantly clear by the 
debate in the bouse yesterday on Mr. 
Helmcken's resolution that if any hos- 
tility exists in this Province to American 
capital, enterprise or labor it does not 
find expression in the legislature. On 
or two members expressed themselves 
quite strongly on the questiofi of retalia- 
tion, but the feeling of those who spoke 
was unaniuioualy to the edect that it will 
bo an unhappy tiling if the present rela- 
tione between the two countries are in 
any way rendered less friendly by re- 
strictive legislation. Hon. Mr. Turner 
and Mr. Sword took a jiosition which, 
'though not likely to catch the ajinbui'^c 
of the many, certainly cxiiibited ttatcs- 
jnanlike conceptions uf the duty of this 
country, if the narrow spirit which ap 
pears to have .the upper band in the 
United States congress is not checked by 
the presidential veto. It is very natural 
to desire to retaliate upon those who 
iiim to do uaan injury, but it is certainly 
illogical for this country to Say with one 
breath that congress has disgraced civil! 
/ation and tire ne.xt that we ought 
to follow its example. 

We do not accord aliens rights in this 
country coextensive, except so far as tho 
franchise and orlice-holding goes, with 
those enjoyed by ISritish subjects, out 
of any motives of ))hilanthro|)y. It is 
the time-honored policy of tho British 
people to open the doors to all comers, 
vvho are willing respect the laws, 
f'rom time immemorial this welcome 
has been held oat -to all the- world, and 
the spirit of fearless freedom which in- 
spired it has been one of the greatest, it 
not tho greatest factors in advancinir the 
Empire above all competitors. do 
not say that it may not be exnetlient in 
■' order to meet a specific act of unfriendli- 
ness to retaliate in kind. Take the 
specific matter involved in the Corliss 
amendment bill. This is to prevent 
Canadians, living in Canada, from cross- 
ing into tho United States to work re- 
turning every day, or less fretiuently, to 
spend their wages with their families in 
Canada. For a hundred years this sort 
of thing has been permitted, and like- 
wise the Oanadiau laws permit Am- 
erican citizens 4o do the same" thing in 
papada, a privilege of which a large 
linmbor of iicoplo avail them- 
selves. If tliu United States shall 
BBC "fit to deny this privilege to 
Canndinna it would be quite justitial)le 
for Canada to refuse it to Amoricane, for 
such riRhta as these are enjoyed through 
interaatlonal courtopy and according ,to 



dians are denied certain ])rivilegea in the istor to Washington. Insult breeds in 
United States is quite unother. suit. 

We have permitted aliens to bold 
land and other property in this Pro- 
vince, but those rights are denied aliens 
in some of the States of the Union. This 
has been permitted not out of good will 
to aliens, but because we have thought 
it a good thing for ourselves. If tho 
Prepident approves the Corliss bill, it 
will in no wise aflect the working of this 
policy, and to alter it in what would 
after all be simply a fit of indignation 
would, it seems to us, to be very unwiee 
policy. This was clearly the view of the 
large majority of the house, and Mr. 
Ilelmcken did a wise thing in withdraw- 
ing his resolution. 

A RINGING PROTEST. 

The Spokesman-Keview, of Spokane, 
pleads for the vetoing of the Corliss im- 
niignition bill, which it calls a narrow, 
vicious and ini(]uitoiis measure, " which 
threatens to destroy at a blow the friend- 
ly relations existing between the United 
States and Canada for more than a cen- 
tury." The Spokane paper's article is 
inspired by the sentiment which ought 
to sway the mind of people who .speak 
the sanic language, enjoj' substantially 
the same institutions and are separated 
only by a political boundary. It is in 
sharp contrast to the narrowness which 
finds expression in the bill complained 
of, or in the editorial apologies for it. 
We quote : 

This amendment was brouglit forward 
at a late hour to appease the narrow 
clamor of a few communities upon the 
eastern border. I'A'Ou there all broad- 
minded people feel that it would be un- 
just, nnaatisf:ictory and un])rolitable. 
They are conviuceti tliat nowhere have 
the American people suH'ered from free 
and friendly relationship with tlieir 
northern neighbors. It is true that in 
tlie busy seasons cohsiderable numbers 
of Canadians come across the line and 
find tenipory employment in certain in- 
dustries: but as a rule their labor is 
needed, and their comi)etition does not 
seriously ull'ect the laborers of those sec- 
tions. As a result of this jjractice, thous- 
ands of Canadians are attracted to per- 
manent homes in the United States, and 
the country is enriched ami strength- 
ened by their good citizenship 

In this western country, where the 
two peoples' have intermingled to their 
mutual benelit, we have been slow to 
awaken to the danger which confronts 
our interests. Large numbers of Cana 
dians have come into these northwestern 
states, engaged in business, and found 
employment in the stores and industries. 
And no objection has ever been raised. 
They are desirable people, and working- 
men and merchants alike were glad to 
extend the welcome hand. Recent de- 
velopment of the mineral resources of 
i5ritish Columbia has drawn a large 
number of Americans across the Cana- 
dian border, iind they in turn have been 
received in the broadest and most ad- 
mirable si)irit. Xow, when the two peo- 
ples are in tho enjoyment of these 
mutual bi'ii,entH, they are startled by the 
danger of ugly legislation which threat- 
ens to strike a withering blow to the 
prosperity and happiness of thousands. 



It is stated thi^t when the Siberian 
railway, with its Manchurian branch, 
is completed and put in (irst-class con- 
dition the time from London to tho 
Yellow Sea will be 9'.; days, for express 
travel. Allowing two weeks for trans-

days. Throwing in 6>S; days for poasible 
delays owing to exceptional conditions 
and we have a round trip in 40 days or 
in half the time that Jules Yi^rne'a hero 
took for his celebrated journey around 
the world. Tho distance, and of course 
the time could be further shortened by 
extending the Siberian road to Kikolo- 
vaesk, on the Sea of Okhotsk and building 
a railway from Port Simpson to Hud- 
son's Bay. 

A oRK.vT outcry has been raisecl in 
New York against a graded inheritance 
tax. Most of the New York papers are 

managed in tho interest of the wealthy 
classes, and hence they oppose anything 
in the way of legislation that is calcu- 
lated to lighten the burdens of the 
masses of the people. An inheritance 
tax is objectionable to the rich because 
there is no way it can bo shifted to the 
shoulders of any one else. On questions 
of this nature the United States is far 
behind liritisb countries, and the conse- 
(ineiicc is that a seething discontent 
underlies the whole fabric of society and 
one day may cause serious trouble. 
When wealth refuses to recognize its re- 
sponsibilities revolutionary ideas grow 
apace. 

Wi; print an extract from the Ross- 
land Miner showing that the labor 
market there is already more than sup- 
plied for some time to come. Over a 
thousand men are now employed in 
building operations, and there is some 
talk of putting on double shifts on some 
of the buildin;.;a to work all night by 
electric light. There iii also a chance to 
get work on the Trail t>c Kobaon railway ; 
but the Jliner says the number of men 
now on the ground is suflieient to take 
all the vacant places, while for women 
there is do chance for employment ex- 
cept at household service, and no 
vacancies of this kind exist.

The suggestion that the British Col- 
umbia legislature should pass a resolu- 
tion to influence the presidential veto in 
the United States was somewhat novel.

Mr, Kennedy's resolution to put the 
responsibility of preventing forest fires 
upon the provincial iiolico was properly 
voted down. Of course, Mr. Kennedy is 
right in wantina; to have the fires 
checked, but tlie thing cannot bo done 
through tho agency of the police. 

The debate on the forest fire reaolu- 
tioii brought out one uood suggestion,' 
namely, that of Mr. Rithet. He pro- 
poses that the law shall be widely circu- 
lated and that notices shall bo posted 
calling attention to it. You can only 
prevent Urea when the people are edu- 
cated up to taking the iiecos.sivy precau- 
tions. Tlie apostle St. Paul says " the 
law is a schoolmaster." That is, when 
people got it into their minds that such 
and such a thing is the law, the majority 
will respect it. Arm the provincial police 
with linen posters with the law printed 
on them, to bo posted in conspicuous 
))lai',es in towns, caiiips, roails and trails, 
and they will serve to reiniinl well-iii- 
tontioiied [leojile of the necessity fur be- 
ing careful. As to tho malicious aiui 
reckless, there is no way of t'ctting .it 
them in ninety-nine cases out of si hun- 
dred, and a very slim chance in the one 
liundredth case.

PEOPLE'S BANKS. 

In the last issue of the Westminster 
Review, Robert Ewen, at one time a 
director of a British savings bank, treats 
incidentally of the People's Hanks of 
Cerinany. The first of these hanks was 
startetl in 1S50 by ten artizans, who 
were out of work. They simply agreed 
to stand by each other until times be- 
came better, but so successful was the 
experiment that the system, which was 
planned by Dr. Sohultz, has grown to be 
one of the leading features of German 
;:conomy. There are now, says Mr. 
I'lwen, abniit "j.'iOO of these banks in 
Germany with 1,500,01)0 luemliur.s and 
C'jO.OOO.OOO capital and deijoaits. Ho 
adds: " Thia ('apital is turned over three 
times a year in loans and advances to 
the industrious peopl^ engaged in all 
kinds of works and manufactures, agri- 
cultural and skilful." It ia to the exis- 
tence of these banks that the fzreal ])ro- 
gress of ( iermany in industrial pursuits 
is to be attributed, according to Mr. 
Hwen. "The I'eoplo's Banks, which 
suinily tho capital to the producers, aie 
tho mainstay of the German industries," 
he says. He explains tha^ all loans 
made by these banks are subjected to a 
very close Hupervision by the committee 
of iiianageijient. A iiorrower must satis- 
fy the committee of the bank to which 
he ap])lieH for a loan, that tho use he in- 
tends to make of it is likely to be profit- 
able. Mr. E^en also mention? that the 
French government is at.^ the ])resent 
time trying, to devise a plan- ." whereby 
even tho peasantry and small traders 
can be accommodated with loans and 
advances to encourage all their indus- 
tries, on the same terms of interest and 
discounts as the largo capitalists of that 
country."

(Jii.^en to appeal to the Privy Council 
fioiu the judgment of tiie British C'o'- 
iiiiibia Full court, upon the nccesrary 
t^iH'iirity being given.

A reipiest from A. Edwards to be al- 
lowed to move hia house from Moaa 
street to Harrison was the reason for the 
jNIayor, at last night's city council meet- 
ing, directing attention to the great in- 
convenience to the public caused by the 
moving some time ago of a honee on 
Birdcage walk. The trouble caused to 
the public by the houses being allowed 
to occupy the roadway was much greater 
in some instances than the worth of the 
structurea being moved. 

Aid. Stewart remarked that the house 
mentioned in this letter was on the 
street already, and the further explana- 
tion was made by Aid. Kinsman that 
the man who contracted to move had not 
got leave frpm the citv and had also fail- 
ed to complete the moving. 

If the contractor had moved thb house 
without p^mission the Mayor was of 
opinion he should he proceeded against 
by the police.

In speaking to the resolution Mr. 
Helmcken did not see that any objection 
would be taken, though sonae people 
might think it was premature until it 
was seen what action the President of 
the United Stales took on the alien 
labor bill. However, the reaokuion 
proposed would strengthen the liands of 
the Dominion government, and he be 
lieved in showing the powers tliat weare 
alive to the rights of our people. In ad- 
dition to this it would bring before ttiem 
the position which the province occupies 
under tlio B. N. A. Act. This position 
was laid down clearly in a judgment by 
the Privy Council quoted by Mr. Justice 
Walkem in the r3cent decision on the 
Small Debts Act 

•' Their lordships," the judgment pro- 
ceeded, "do not think it necessary to ex- 
amine in minute detail the provisions 
of the Act of 1807, which nowhere pro- 
fess to curtail in any resp&ct the rights 
and privileges of the Crown, or to dis- 
turb the relations then suhsisting be- 
tween the Sovereign and tlio [irovinces 
Tiie object of the act was to neitlier ti 
weld the provinces into one nor to subor 
dinate provincial governments to a cen 
tral authority, but to create a federal 
government (in which they should all be 
represented) entrusted with the exclu- 
sive administration of afl'airs in which 
they had a common interest, each [irov 
ince maintaining its independence and 
autonomy. That object was accomijlisli- 
ed by distributing, between the Domin 
ion and provinces, all the powers, execu 
tive and legislative, and all public 
property and revenues which had pre 
viousiy belonged to the provinces; s( 
that the Dominion government should 
be vested with such of those powers, 
property and revenue as are neceeeary 
for the performance of its constitutional 
functions, and tliat the remaindershould 
be retained by the provinces for the pur- 
pose of _^provincial government, f-iut in 
so far UH regards those matters which by 
section '.t2 are sj)ecially reserved for jiro- 
vincial legislation, the legislation of each 
province continues to he free from the 
control of the Dominion, and as supreme 
as it was before the passing of the act." 

Tfiis jirovince, Mr. Uelmckou con- 
tinued, iiad in its power the regulating 
of lalior, and it was only right that Brit- 
ish Columbia should Strengthen the 
hands of the Dominion government. He 
regretted that the United States had 
taken any steps that might tend to bring 
about a rupture of that friendly feeling 
now existing between the two countries, 
and be trusted tliat the alien labor law 
would not become law. 

The Premier was very glad that Mr. 
Helmcken liad followed llie modeiate 
line of argument which he had, for 
it was not desirable to bring 
about retaliation on the same lines 
as the narrow-minded legislation which 
the United States was now contemplat- 
ing; such legislation was behind the 
age, and he would regret indeed if this 
governnifut recommended any measure 
similar t -'lat tlio United States might 
bo about to adopt. Of course we should 
look after our own people, but it would 
be very small of Canadians to follow 
methods of which they disapproved, 
even though there might be a strong 
feeling to do something. Ho was glad 
:Mr. Helmcken had taken such a wide 
view of the matter, and lie hardly 
thought the United States would cnme 
down in the end to such small Icgiala.- 
tion— for ho had noticed that a great 
many Americans in this province had 
strongly disapproved ot the immigration 
acts. 

Mr. Booth could not agree with the 
former speaker. It was plainly the ob- 
ject of the United States to force Cana- 
diads to become American citizens or to

Mr. Kellie said his object was to re- 
tiiliate, and not allow the Americans any 
privileges denied to Canadians. Wo 
could not allow the United States to 
tramp on our corns, and inijiose laws on 
us lhat we did not put 011 lliein. It was 
beneath the dignity of Canada to ask the 
President to veto any bill jiassed by the 
United Stales legislature, and ho ac- 
cordingly wanted Ida amendment to {lass 
to show the United States that we would 
not allow the United States to dictate 
to us. 

Mr. Rogers believed that the resolu- 
tion sJiouid not pass, because when the 
United States people got down to cOuq- 
inon-seiise they would not pass the 
obnoxious immigration law. 

iMr. Semlln 'thought the Goriiss 
amendment would undoubtedly become 
law, and he did not see why Canadians 
should pass any resolutions on the sub- 
ject, as it would only strengthen the idea 
in the States that Canadians were 
anxious to go there. He could not ayree 
with the Premier that no retaliation 
should be taken. Canadians were nol 
the sort of people who when struck on 
one side of the face would turn the 
Other cheek to be smitten. If the 
United States puts their Corliss amend- 
ment in force let Cannda retaliate. 

Hon. Col. Baker did not think that 
the resolution was necessary, hut it 
would perhaps show the United States 
that Canada was watching her. Canada 
had better wait until the law passed be- 
fore taking action. British Columbia 
would be very foolish to pass laws pre> 
venting United States citizens from com- 
ing here as British Columbia owed a 
great deal of the development of the 
Kootenays to the United States people, 
though he did not mean to say that Can- 
adians could not prospect the country 
just as well. 

Mr. Sword said if B. C. wanted 
to discriminate againer. foreiguera let 
them charge the United States miners 
higher for mining licenses than British 
subjects, but do it on business princi- 
ples and not as retaliation. It 
would be most undignided to ask the 
President of the United States to inter- 
fere with laws passed by United States 
congress. Let Canada'takb any stand 
she wished without any reference to tbe 
United States. Let Canada act alto- 
gether In her own and our own interests, 
but when Canadians take such high 
ground on the subject and then turn 
round and place on others the very same 
restrictions we complained about, it was 
decidedly inconsistent. 

Mr. Helmcken, under the circum- 
stances, was really surprit-ed and aiiuiaed 
at the wait-a-t)it Benlitnents expri'ssed 
by some of the members. What he 
wanted was to show at once that tliis 
Province was ready to, strengthen the 
handd of the Dominion premier. How- 
ever, having ventilated the subject, he 
would ask leave to withdraw the resolu- 
tion. 

Tbe leave was granted. 
Mr. WalkCm moved, seconded by Mr. 
Helmcken, for a return of the copy of 
the securities stated by the Hon. the Pro- 
vincial Secretary to have been deposited 
with the government on the 10th Janu- 
ary, 1891, and regularly renewed, for the 
faillilul performance of the duties of Olli- 
cial Administrators 'Intestate Estates- 
vide Journals of B. C. House of Assem- 
bly, 1895, page 87. 

Some time ago a commission bad been 
appointed, it was explained, to inquire 
into the affairs of the official adminis- 
trator at Nanaimo. Ho (Dr. Walkem 
claimed that the government had failed 
to proviih^ a eutlicieiu security or to 
force Mr. I'laiita to jiasa all the money 
into tbe treasury. I'r. WiUkem would 
iiak the g(jverniiu'nt to [)ut in the eati- 
uiatea a sum .sutlicient to repay those 
who suffered. 

Hon. D. M. Eberts moved for the ad- 
journment of the debate till Thursday, 
which was agreed to. 

Mr. Kennedy moved, seconded by Dr.

Mr. Graham moved for a return show- 
ing the application of E. M. Johnson, 
Esq. (on behalf of ]\Iisa Davoy of Vic- 
toria) for certain land near Grand Forks 
covered by the record of Ruckle Bros., of 
that place, and also of all correspondence 
connected therewith. 

Hon. Mr. Martin explained that in 
1891 Ruckle Bros, pre-empted C40 acres 
on the Kettle river. In 1803 tliey sur- 
veyed their pre-emption and gazetted 
the 8ui*\'ey, taking in a piece of land in 
the north line, fronting Kettle river, 
not included in their pre-enijilion, mak- 
ing f)41 acres and leaving out ()7 acres of 
hill land on the other side of the river, 
at tliat time deemed worthlesf, The

That this decision met the 
views of all parties was shown by the 
fact that the Ruckles accepted $1()0, in 
full ot all deniaiiila in respect of tliis, 
and his recei{)t was on lile at the lauds 
and works departnioiit. All the papers 
in connection with this purchase could 
be inspected at the lands and works 
oHice, and there was no use, Hon. Mr. 
Martin held. In putting the country to 
the exiienso and trouble of compiling a 
a return which when brought down 
could servo no purpose, as the matter 
was ended. Carried. 

Mr. Senilin moved, that " whereas, in 
consa^ueiico of the Sayward Mill and 
Timber Co., Ltd., of Victoria, having 
stopped payment, various men in thoir 
employ have been unable to obtain pay- 
ment of the wages due them, and where- 
as there are sufficient funds in the 
hands of the liquidator to pay such 
vrages, but the said liquidator is unable 
to pay such wages out of such funds on 
iiccount of the claim made by the gov- 
ernment for unpaid rental dues payable 
under certain leases, and whereas such 
leases it is stated have l)een hypotliecat- 
i>il to one of the banks as security for 
such advaiu'cs, and whereas such leases 
contain provisions for forfeiture in the 
event ot the non-conipliance with the 
conditions on which they are granted ; 
Therefore this house is of opinion that 
the Chief Commissioner of Lands and 
Works should insist upon immediate 
payment by the present holders of such 
leases of all rent and dues payable on 
same under pai'n of cancellation iu the 
event of refusal, and thus allow funds in 
hands of the liquidator to be applied to 
the payment of wages due." 

Hon. Mr. Martin remarjced that nego- 
tiations were now pending which miisht 
result in the government getting their 
payment and tbe laborers being paid in 
full also. He was not at liberty to say 
vvhat these negotiations were, bat he 
wouliU'ike to see the resolution with- 
drawilin the meantime. 

The Premier also requested Mr. Seni- 
lin that the resolution might' bo with 
drawn, sayini; that in a short time be 
hoped to SCO an arrangement arrived at 
as staled bv the Chief Commissioner. 

Mr. Semjin having heard the explana 
tions withdrew his resolution tempor- 
arily. 

Mr. Helmcken moved, seconded by 
Dr. Walkem, for a copy of the 
contract relating to the building of 
the Point Elllce bridge, which collapsed 
last year, and of tbe evidence given be- 
fore tbe coroner and the findings of the 
jury on the holding of the investigation 
into the cause of the accident which oc 
curred on the 2()th day of May last past, 
together with the re|)orts, if any, made 
during the time the bridtro was under 
the conirol of the government by any 
otHcer of the government or any person 
for the government relating to the 
strength and carrying capacity of such 
bridge. Carried, 

Mr. Helmcken moved, seconded by 
Mr. Hull', that a select committee con- 
sisting of Messrs. Booth, Mutter, Cot- 
ton, Sword and tbe mover, bo appointed 
to revise the rules and orders of this 
house, with power to report. 

Dr. Walkem moved in amendment 
that the speaker ex officio be added to 
the committee. 

Mr. Helhicken agreed, and the motion 
as so amended wits carried. 

Mr. Semlin moved, seconded by Mr. 
Cotton, for a return of all correspon- 
dence between the government or any 
member tliereof and any person or per 
sons in reference to the rental of the 
I'overnment reserve in Pleasant V illey. 
Cariboo district. 
Carried. 

By Mr. Kennedy moved :" That it is 
the opinion of this housa that more 
efficient means should be adopted for 
the preservation of our foresst from tire 
by some system of patrol by the provin 
clal police"during the months of July, 
August and September, or during such 
dry spells as should render such precau- 
tion necessary." 

Mr. Kennedy did not know that any 
method could be adopted to allogeUier 
slop these fires, but a great deal could 
be done to prevent so many as now take 
[jlace. 

Hon. Mr. Martin did not know that 
tbe resolution was altogether in order, 
but if the hon, gentleman would for a 
moment think be would sec that there 
\^ould he an immense number of men re 
quired to carry it out. He (inito au'reed 
that the object sought was most desir 
able and the government were only too 
anxious to preserve what was one of the 
provincial resources, but ho hardly 
thoiigbt the resolution covered the 
ground. 

i\lr. Sword directed attentior; 1 
necessity of some means being taken to 
preserve the forests from fires. 

Major Mutter remarked that the reso- 
lution was very loose, and objected to 
tbe words " by some system." If Mr. 
Kennedy had a scheme, let him propose 
It. If he wanted a regular forestry sys- 
tem, why does he not say so? 

I\Ir. liithet explained that last year 
much attenlion had been given to the 
malK'r and an act passed dealing with 
it. Hi! would Huggest that good might 
be done by ])0Htiiig iij) notices pointing 
out the jienalties provided in lliatactfor 
causing iheee tires. 

Hon. Mr. lOberte stated that in nearly 
every case where the iiolice had been 
able to discover the causes of such fires 
prosecution bad taken place. He did 
not know but that it would be well to 
pass a bill appointing reffular forest 
rangers, but it wouhl take an army of 
men to follow up the prospectors and 
men roaming through the hills. Al- 
though ho was in favor of the spirit of 
the resolution ho could not see how the 
men now in the provincial jiolice de- 
partment could have time to patrol the 
forests. 

Dr. Walkem did not see how in such 
an immense range of countrv as this it 
would bo possible to have a system of 
forest ranges. The only way to do was 
to trust to the honesty of llie people 
themselves not to sot these tires. He 
could not seo that the resolution would 
do any goo I. 

After some further discussion the 
motion was put and Jost. 
, Mr. firaden asked the Hon. the Minis- 
ter of Mines: " What right (if any) have 
the government of British Columbia to 
the minerals which wore reserved to the 
Hudson's Bay Company In lands sold by 
them to settlers on Vancoaver Island?", 



Hon. Col, Baker replied : " The Ilud- 
Ron Bay Company held by letters pat- 
ent from Her Majesty, dated 13th Janu- 
ary, 1S49, liio whole of .Vancouver Isl- 
and, together with all mines, royal, 
etc. On ;ird April, a807, the company 
reconveyed to Her Majesty all of the 
said island, with the mines royal, etc., 
excepting thereOut certain lands in Vic- 
toria city and all lands in Victoria dis- 
trict which had been sold by them prior 
to January 1, 1862, tooiethor with certain 
other parcels of land in Victoria district 
held by the company for their own use. 
The company's deeds ot lands sold by 
thera to individuals reserve tbo mines 
royal and the right of entry for mining 
etc. to the company." 

Hon. Mr. l^berts presented a leturn 
showing tbo number of certificates of 
title which have been issued in the land 
offices since the Land Registry Act came 
into force to be : Victoria, 20,972; Van- 
couver, 5,453; Westminster, 17,500; and 
Kamloops, 1,275. Certillcates of inde- 
feasible title : Victoria, 525; Vancouver, 
;>; Westminster, 22; and Kamloops, 0. 

Hon. Mr. Martin presented the fol- 
lowing return of the dues collected on 
cord wood In the diflferent districts of tbo 
province, as provided for iu the Land 
Act of 1890 :

"Watt 
resigned a month ago, when receiving 
his appointment as Dominion quaran- 
tine officer. Ho had continued some 
time longer temjiorarily, till the board 
of health report had been made.
